Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report upon 
the health, vital statistics and sanitary conditions of 
the District for the year 1963. 


It is presented in the form followed in previous years, 
being not only a report but a reference book for the health 
services. 


Once again the vital statistics are satisfactory but 
care should be taken in their interpretation as the total in 
each case is very small. However, the fact that they 
continue to be satisfactory from year to year gives them far 
grcater weight. 


There was no outbreak of infectious disease and the 
absence of diphtheria and anterior poliomyelitis is 
particularly satisfactory. 


In October and November there was 3 minor outbreak of 
typhoid fever in the County with one case in Kempston. 
Fortunately the outbreak was controlled quickly. It 
demonstrated that modern methods of travel and mass food 
production may from time to time cause importation of 
diseases which we have almost come to consider eliminated. 


IT am grateful to you Mr. Chairman and Members of the 
Committee for the interest you always show in our work, and 
to my colleague, Mr. Bentham, who has carricd out most of the 
work described in the report.

(4) HOUSING ACT, 1936-PART IV-CVERCROWDING

records of known cases of overcrowding are maintained which are brought 
to the notice of the department mainly because the persons concerned 
wish to strengthen their application for a Council House on these grounds. 
The standard of overcrowding is based on the number of occupants of a 
dwelling and the floor space of the rooms, and much distress can be 
caused when two or more families have to share a dwelling and its 
conveniences which may be designed only for a single family, though 
these cases do not come within the legal definition of overcrowding.
